Spe ci fi cation 

The specification has been objected to foif containing 
material which is extraneous to the invention, Imaking it 
difficult to find the disclosure intended as support. 

Applicants have removed much material, but' do so 
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without prejudice. That is, much of the deleted material 
relates to fields of various types, and as will be discussed 



a significance 



hereafter, applicants' fields in general have 
with respect to the invention. The deleted material, 
however, also is present in several of the related 
applications and, as such, is available, if needed to 
provide support to the claims of the present invention 



Applicants have also added the serial nutrjbers and 
filing dates of the related applications listejd on pages 1- 
4.

Claims 16 and 19 have been rejected under 
as directed to non-statutory subject matter. 



35 U,S.C. 101 



Applicants have amended these claims to properly direct 
them to statutory subject matter, and request tjhat they be 
allowed. 
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35 U.S. C. 103 

Claims 1-6, 13-16 , and 19 have beex* rejected under 35 
TJ.S.C. 103(a) over Salas et al . (hereinafter Salas, U.S. 
Patent No. 6,233,600). 

Applicants have amended the independent dlairns 1, 13- 
16, and 19. Claims 1-5 depend from claim l. ; 

Salas teaches providing a networked collaborative work 
environment, referred to as an eRoohi, and discusses the use 
of HTML. However, Salas does not use HTML fojrms, as do 
applicants, to define the data. niodeJL of collaboration space 
by automating the creation of fields within coll laborat ion 
space. 

This is how applicants' invention works: 

1. Using any legacy editor, the user creates an HTML 
form, which he drops into an upload control at j his browser. 

2. The server receives and parses the HT^L form to 
determine which data fields need to be added tcj> 
collaboration space. 
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3 , The HTML is retained by the server f 6r rendering 
the form to the user. 

Thus, an important aspect of applicants '! invention is 
the use of the HTML form: the HTML form is analyzed to 
deduce a data model that is used to augment tlie capabilities 
of the collaboration space. For exampie, if parsing the 
form identifies a name field and an addLress field as data 
elements in the original HTML form, the serve* determines to 
thereafter monitor name and address fields in !the 
collaboration space. 

These features of applicants' invention rrjay be 
understood by reference to the following material from their 
specification. 



In accordance with a further /embodiment of the 
invention, a review form may be designed in HTML 
separate from QuickPlace. The resulting form j fl t,h» n 
dragged and foopped: into QuickPlac^; w h ich creates a 
,fgrm foy it, Th4s ja done by creating a fie l d for each 
frtrtfl tag. Thfrs , e^qh HTM& f ield i fi paraef fry create a 
corresponding (pu lckPlace lEielfl .

These triethods include options toj upload a 
document- and send a notification, add a meeting to the 
calendar, or add a task into^ the QuickPlace . 

By clicking, on New..,, the user getj3 a list of 
forms included in Qui ckPlac.e that; can be! used to add a 
new. document to it. The forTns piroyided kre sufficient 
for many use s, but do not give £ny task-kpecif ic ways 
of adding content to the QuickPl^de> Toj do this, a 
user may cr/e&te heiir own form afid adapt it to her 
particular needs.

QuickPlace forms 178 ha/ve been optimized by 
stripping away many of the Notes feature^ not required 
when, used on the Web. A anpther advantage of this, 
structure is that.it enables - the' use of Web authoring 
tQQls tq extend the objects. For example, with respect 
to QuickPlace forms, it Ms noss xble to modify form^ 
Mfliftg XML, JavaScript arid iahd any other. Web tools.

A form object 178 is a document used to create qew 
QuickPlace consent. The Domino; equivalent is a data 
note of type "h^Forrn". Form object 178 is a resource 
uged to create, manacre and display eonfcerit. therefore 
&j£ in jnq fcfop pyhfroa , oft tftfr. -^Iffigfr Ippi / j porrrifl c^ fifcaaa 
fields to hold data, thetefbre ■creating ind di splaying 
content . Forms, can also cpritain. scripts | within them to 
provide logic within the page. .

Applicants invention takes a legacy HTML; editor to 
create a file which is ah HTML file. The eerier interprets 
this syntax to create in collaboration, space e 
representation of the sememtic of the original form* 
Applicants don't just take an HTML f orrn ajid display it. 
What is different from Sal as is that the. form jis used to 
collect the data and have this data made an eljement of the 
collaboration space. 

Applicants urge that claims 1-6, 13-16, abd 19 be 
al lowed . 

Claims 7-9 have been rejected unaiar is U.k.C. 103 over 
Salas in view of Hanson at al r (hereinafter Hanson, U.S. 
Patent No. 5,956,73$). 

Salas has been discussed with respect to tt he base 
qlaims front which claims 7-9 depend. 
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Hanson describee an object-oriented editor for creating 
world wide web documents. Applicants amended; claims 
distinguish Hansoii and Saiae inasmuch as neither provides 
for defining the schema of collaboration spac^ by parsing an 
uploaded html file to identify fields defining that schema. 

Applicants urge that claims 7-9 be allowed. 



Claims 10-12, and 17-18 have been reject 4d under 3 5 
tr.3,C. 103(a) over Sal as in view of Kagle (U.sj. Patent Nq. 
6,779, 153) . 

Theee claims have been amended t6 clarify; that the 
invention relates to .a particular, process for jlefining the 
schema of collaboration space * 

How these claim limitations dist^ngruish S^las h*s been 
previously discussed. 

Kagle has been cited for itB teachinjf that! 
pictorial/image information can be entered as 4 pointer to a 
locally stored image, and for the creation of tjemplate files 
on a client computer- Applicants amended, clainjs distinguish 
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Kagle and Salas inasmuch as neither provides for defining 
the schema of collaboration space by parsing kn uploaded 
html file to identify fields defining that schema. 

As the Examiner states, (neither Salas nor) Kagle 
teaches the saving oh a page both html in rea<jl mode and a 
form in edit mode. Applicants argue " that doiijig bo is not 
obvious in the context of interaction v/ith a browser user 
creating html for uploading field defining th4 schema of 
collaboration space. 

Applicants urge that claimfi 10-12"".. ahd 17-jl8 be allowed.
